When 
G reat Britain broke Germany’s bid for control of the 
air between early autumn in 1940 and the autumn of 
1941, it could be estimated with reasonable accuracy 
that Germany had lost upward of 16,000 planes to 
Britain's 3,000 
That was a clear picture leaving no 
doubt of Germany’s reason for abandoning what had 
proved to an exorbitantly costly attem pt to win an 
aerial battle. 
Figures just

by 
Lieut. Gen. Henry H. 
Arnold comprise a comparably clear picture of aerial 
warfare between the United States and Japan. W ith­ 
out including enemy planes destroyed on the ground, 
Gen. Arnold says that 190 Japanese units were shot 
down, with a loss of 104 American planes.
